PARIS, July 12. — Germany) 
served notice on the allied pow-} 
ers through the reparations com- | 
mittee today that she could no 
longer meeii cash obligations of 
any sort, whether growing out of | 
the Versailles treaty stipulations 
undertaken by acceptance of the} 
London ultimatum. of May 5, 
1921, or arranged by the schedule 
of payments drawn up by the 
reparations committee on March 
21, 1922. | 

The depreciation of the mark| 
on foreign exchanges is given as) 
the reason for the impossibility of | 
Germany to pay, and for her re-| 
quest that she be relieved of cash} 
cngagements, including the pay-| 
ment of 82,000,000 gold marks on) 
Saturday, as well as all subse- 
quent payments in 1922, 1923 and 
1924. 

The German no& submitted to the 
reparations committee makes no men- 
tion of Germany's intention regarding 
cash payments after 1924, but asks 
that the negotiations for a foreign 
loan interrupted at Paris last month, 
which Germany blames for the ‘con- 
tinued fall of the mark, be resumed at 
an early date, or a financial, economic 
and social catastrophe in Germany is 
likely to develop. 

Decision Today 

The reparations committee will de- 
cide tomorrow whether Germany must 
aneet the July 16 payment, but will 
make no ruling es to a further mora- 
torium until it recetves the report of 
the committee on guarantees now in 
Berlin,

The Germans asked to be relieved 
of next Saturday's payment, as the 
money was badly needed to pay for 
foreign cereals soon to he purchased 
in order to insure enough bread for 
the people. 

The Declining Mark 

In the note, Germany points out that in 
May, 1021, the rate of alxty paper marke 
to the dollar formed the basis of fulfil. 
ment of reparations payment, while on 
July mixth last the mark had declined 
to five hundred for the dollar, In order 
to effect payment of 720,000,000 gold marks 
‘uring this year the sum of eighty billiow 
paper marks would be necessary with the 
omrk at Its present value,

Calgary Man Suicides 


Thought to be “Dead” Explodes 


WATERTOWN, N.Y., July 12.—Eight children, ranging 
in age from six to eleven years, were blown to pieces late 
today by the explosion of a 75-millimetre shell on the back 
porch of a house in Dominick street, occupied by BPdward 
G. Workman and William L. Salisbury. 

The shell, which was owned by Mr. Workman, was one 
which he had kept as a souvenir and used on the porch to 
keep the door from closing. It was thought to be ‘‘dead.’’ 

The children were playing croquet in the backyard, The 
shell is believed ‘to have either been set off by the hot sun or 
to have been struck by one of the victims with a croquet 
mallet. Windows within a radius of two blocks of the explo- 
sion were shattered.

DISCOVER ANCIENT VILLAGE 


What ‘s believed to be a prehistori- 
village with pottery 4,000 years old 
has juet been discovered during tl» 
laying out of privase grounds at Sid- 
mouth, Devon. 

Over 300 articles, the majority of 
thme neolithic age, have been un- 
earthed. They include filnt weap- 
ons, adzes, boring too's, a sacraper 
and other relics of the period. 

Probably the most. valuab!e find 1s 
& profile portrait of a woman on 4" 
inner flake of flint, the features be- 
ing shaped by numerous small cuts, 
Giving indisputable proof of second- 
ary working. ‘It is emilar to other 
specimens found several years ago, 
when the late Dr. Alfred Russel Wa) 
lace described them aa a distinct ad- 
dition to our knowledge of primitive 
man.

The discoveries have been made

‘Back to the Land.”’ 

According to an official report 
of the Department of Agriculture 
of Ontario the hay crop of the 
province has been cut and the fall 
wheat harvest is well under way. 
The roport adds: ‘There has ‘been 
general complaint of the scarcity 
“of help, although the farmers 
“are willing to pay good wages to 
‘fair workers.’’ At the same timé 
the cities are crowded with idle 
men, and Dominion, provincial 
and municipal authorities and 
charitable organizations are try- 
ing to figure out how the unem- 
ployment problem is to be dealt 
with next winter. 

That peculiar situation is not at 
all peculiar to Ontario, though the 
contrast is sharper there than in 
parts of the country less de- 
veloped industrially. The gen- 
eral fact is that the town man will 
not go to work on a farm if he can 
get out of it. It is apparentlymot 
stating the case too strongly to 
say that the majority of townmen 
who are out of ‘work and have no 
hope of finding any would rather 
idle about the streets all summer 
than take to the country and oper- 
ate a pitchfork. 

There are many reasons. One 
of course is that the rete of pay for 
farm work is lower than the 
wages paid in acity. But tht can 
hardly be the deciding argument 
in the case of a city man who has 
no work or wages at all, and little 
chance of finding them while he 
stays in the city. And the com- 
parative rate of wage is discount- 
ed by the well understood fact 
that the country wage-earner is 
practically compelled to . save 
what he earns, while the city 
“vage-earner is compelled to spend 
as he goes. Given a keen demand 
for labor in the country and a 
slack demand for labor in the city, 
it would seem conclusive that the 
man who worked on the farm at 
anything per month and board 
would be farther ahead at the end 
of the year than the one who spent 
his time in town hunting for a job 
that would pay two or three times 
the wage, and not finding it. The 
comparative financial returns 
hardly aecount for the aversion of 
townmen to country employment. 

Perhaps a more generally influ- 
ential factor in the case is the dis- 
like that the city man hes devel- 
oped for farm life. There seems 
to be no other way of accounting 
for the fact that an able-bodied 
single man will loaf around the 
streets all summer and beg for 
doles all winter rather than take 
a job as a farm laborer. The at- 
tractions of the city hold men, 
even when their pockets are 
empty and they have little chance 
of taking in the shows and enjoy- 
ing the other davantages offered 
at a price. And against the allure- 
ment of eity life, there has de- 
veloped a positive antagonism to 
farm life. The average townman 
pictures the farm asa place of 
slavery and isolation, an abode of 
drudgery and monotony for which 
the chance of earning an inde- 

t living, and even saving 
money, is no adequate compensa- 
tion. It is not at ail a promising 
fact, but it is a fact, demonstrated 
by throngs of idlers on the city 
streets, while farmers are calling 
vainly for harvest hands, that a 
good many people have grown to 
positively hate the.farm, There is 
no other way of explaining why, 
even in this farming country of 
Canada thousands of men persist 
in staying in the town when they 
have not

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Some Examples of How Farmers 
Have Increased Herds in a 
Few Years 


* Professor J. E. Lattimer, of the 
University of Afberta, after an fnepec- 
tion of the ewine exhibit at the fair 
this year, declared it much better than 
that of last year, It is both etronger 


in the number of exhibits a the 
crowd of interested specta' was 
noticeably larger. There is also & 
noteworthy change in the rcentage 
of bacon breeds such as worths 
and Yorkshires. 

Herbert Rowswefl, young eon of G. 
H Rowswell, of Pcepler Lake, North 
Bdmonton, ts on the track that has 
made John Pearse famous. Because 
his boys deserved encouragement and 
because he liked to do it, Mr. Rows- 
well gave Herbert and his brother 
Gordon each $60 to start them in the 
business of ratsing pigs. They bought 
two pure bred sows in 1920. Herb. 
sold 8 pige for $158 and kept the old 
sow, and next time sold 7 pigs for 
ebout $150, so now he has enough 
spending money for the fair and has a 
capital of $300 and the original old 
sow yet. 

Gordon Rowswell sold a litter of 
seven pigs the firat crop, and has a 
second litter of 8 pigs with the old 
sow at the fair. But what is perhaps 
worth more than a few piga, is the 
education of these young men in a 
profitable manner. that will fit them 
for contented, comfortable and euc- 
ceasful life on the farm home, It is @ 
training too that will also fit euch 
lade for other branches of ‘the live- 
atock trade as stock buyers, for many 
firms will pry good salaries for bright 
young men who are good judges of 
livestock. 4 

Prisoners Are Interested 

It t9 @ald that even the prisoners at 
the Fort jail farm are getting interest- 
ed in pigs. The pork produced on the 
farm helps to feed the two hundred 
hard-working boarders at the govern- 
ment boarding house, and the tax- 
payere are interested because the sales 
of surplus pork from the farm totalled 
$3,000 last year. Warden Driggs was 
a visitor to the fair. He has had good 
success with Hampghire hogs and he 
believes them to be quick growers and 
good feeders. He has been able to 
turn them off at from 7 to 7% months 
weighing from 200 to 225 pounds 
Just the other day he sold 12, pigs 
weighing 2,489 pounds, at $11.75 at 
Fort Saskatchewan, equivalent to 
$12.26 at Edmonton. ‘Thgse piga had 
been fed cooked vegetables and boiled 
chop and finished on hull-lesas barley. 
This barley was grown on the jail 
farm, with a yield of 66% bushels per 
acre. He has also tried the Victory 
pea, but the late spring frost makes it 
necessary to use this year’s crop of 
peas for green feed, for they will not 
ripen. 

Perhaps what its the real feature of 
the show is the steady growth of the 
swine exhibit at the fair from year to 
year. _Not only the increasing num- 
ber of entries, the new exhibitors, the 
increase in the number of young lads 
getting into the game, the larger and 
hetter/exhibits of the exhfbitors, but 
the fact that nearly every exhibilor 

*through thick and thin, either of bacon 
or lard type breeds, claims and shows 
by exhibits that the game is success- 
ful financially. In other varieties or 
divisions of the livestock indugtry 
men have come and gone from fams 
to failure, but the pig breeders are 
staying with it and getting bigger 
every year. Men like William Gil- 
bert may have branched out so that 
they must be busy at otier live stock 
judging rings, but still their entries 
are found in the ewine pens and their 
names found in the ist of winners. 
Like others, Mr. Gilbert finds that the 
hogs make him ae profit out of the 
bye products of the dairy industry. 

Substitute for Milk 

Where milk is not available in large 
quantity, G, H. Rowswell suggests a 
successful substitute es part of the 
ration. He hae been able to produce 
pigs of the profit premium type used 
as models in the aide show tent of the 
livestock exchange, end he was asked 
whether feeding methods was one of 
the causes. In reply, he declared that 
he never believed in shutting up a hog 
while being fattened. His run a’ 
large. They are fed soaked feed 
morning and night. Chop, % cata and 
% barley, is soaked for from 10 to 12 
hours till the milk rises. He does not 
mean cow's milk but the milk-like 
solution of oatmeal and water. The 
pigw have access to a eelf-feedeer filled 
with oats and barley chop, half and 
half. The vats are ground very fine 
and the mush makes a milky lHauid 
drink which the piga enjoy. As a 
pasture ‘he has tried with success bar- 
ley, oats and rye. He has found that 
the pigs left the oats and went to the 
barley. As a sample of the result of 
such feeding he stated that the three 
pigs in the pen at the tent at the fair 
were born on February ist, 1922, and 
were able to win the premium grade 
on the market on July 1th, a period of 
157 daye, in which they made an aver- 
He weight of 180 pounds, for which 
he was offered l4cts per pound, or 
$26.20 per pig, 

J. J. Devins, of Carstairs, who is a 
prominent exhibitor at the fair, had 
over 200 pigs at home, but some of 
them may have already been delivered 
to the organizers of the pig clubs, He 
has 25 brood sows now, yet he atarted 
ten years ago with two sows and & 
boar costing about $150. ‘This par- 
ticular boar which founded his herd 
was grand champion at all western 
shows in 1914, When the grain was 
high and pig prices were low, he just 
waited and kept on breeding select 
stock tilb now he estimates that his 
stock on hand has a money value of 
$5,000, though in the matter of care- 
fully built up herd, money cannot re- 
place what years has accomplished in 
his welect herd, 

He weeds out the culla and aelis 
them to the packers, Last April # 
ear lot of these culls brought a pre- 
mium price on the Calgary market, 
He feeds slop feed, He does not use 
a welf-feeder. He pastured 1% acre 
field of rape with 27 head; the rape 
was sown in May and was pastured 
without grain feed from August 1st to 
eptember 15th He has three pas- 
tures all gown to rape. Last year he 
umed fall ryz for fall pasture with 
profit,
